H ello neighbors, 

I identify as White, but I can't 
help but wonder -- if I'd been born Black 
in my hometown of Macon, Georgia, 
what's the likelihood that I would be liv- 
ing in lovely Allandale today? And as the 
parent of one White child and one Black 
child, we have lived-experiences that 
solidify my understanding that racism 
absolutely still exists in the U.S. 
(although, happily, those experiences were 
all outside of Austin). 

Today people of color often have to 
deal with an unacceptable level of bias 
and institutional violence that White 
American society seldom experienc- 
es. Even in Allandale, many of our deed 
restrictions disallowed selling homes to 
Black people into the 20th century. 

Therefore I feel compelled, by love, to 
stand with peaceful protests and say Black 
Lives Matter, because "In the end, we will 
remember not the words of our enemies, 
but the silence of our friends."

Editor's Note about Allandale Schools 

I am taking a little airspace to share something I shared with 
parents of my Brentwood rising fifth- graders as a Lamar and 
Mac mama, and parent alumni of Gullett. I hope you will 
indulge me this: 

These times just stink. We got through the ten weeks in the 
spring in part because teachers, students and families all knew 
each other for three quarters of the year before that, and we also 
saw the finish line/summer. Starting the school year with 
COVID-19 stronger than ever in Texas and three weeks online 
that may well extend is pretty defeating. 

In the spring, my girls, who will be in seventh and tenth 
grades, completed ten weeks of school by powering through on 
Mondays, done for the week by about noon. This cannot be the 
reality for even another three weeks, let alone an entire school 


year. Yet so much is up in the air, and our neighborhood schools 
are beholden to AISD, which is beholden to Texas and TEA, 


which are beholden to our federal public 
education system. 

As a parent, I have lately wondered if the 
better experience for my girls is sitting this 
year out, pulling them from AISD, putting 
them in an online homeschool or private school or private tutor/ 
pod a la one-room schoolhouse. This coming from a believer in 
public education, so much so that I gave up my previous career 
to become a public school teacher. What will give them the best 
mental stimulation, social and emotional support, academic 
challenges (and strong Algebra 2 skills)? 

Yet, even with a lot of information from AISD only adding to 
my uncertainty and doubt, I came to THIS conclusion: Yes, 
AISD, TEA, Texas, and US federal is a lot of unknowns right 
now. But what is NOT unknown is my local school community. 

We spent over ten years at Gullett, and are now going on four 
years at Lamar, and our second year at Mac. The faculty and 
staff at all three are outstanding. My girls got/get an amazing 
education. I am putting my trust not in any of the entities 
beyond our neighborhood schools, which are still sorting it all 
out. I put my trust locally. 

So many things are out of our control right now and frustrat- 
ing for all. But whatever system we end up with -- in-person, 
online, or hybrid -- I know these teachers will move mountains 
for all our kiddos. With everything else such a mess, have com- 
fort that your local school community will do right by us all. 3e
